NOTIFICATION 
National Human Rights Commission (Procedure ) Regulations 
No. A -11031 / 1 /94-NHRC , In exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (2 ) of Section 10 of the Protection of Human Rights Act , 1993 
(No . 10 of 1994 ) , the National Human Rights Commission hereby makes 
the following regulations , namely : 


1 Short title and commencement: 


( 1 ) These Regulations may be called the National Human Rights 
Commission (Procedure ) Regulations, 1994. 


( 2 ) They shall come into force with effect from the 1st day of March , 
1994 . 


2 Definitions: 


In these Regulations unless the context otherwise requires , 


(a ) " Act” means the Protection of Human Rights Act , 1993. 
(b ) The “ Chairperson ” means the Chairperson of the Commission . 

(c) The “ Commission " means the National Human Rights Commis 
sion , 
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( d ) " Member " means a Member of the Commission and includes 
the Chairperson . 


3 Headquarters of the Commission : 


The Headquarters of the Commission shall be located at Delhi. 


4 Venue of the meetings : 


The Commission shall ordinarily hold its meetings and sittings in 
its office located at Delhi. However , it may , in its discretion , hold its 
meetings and sittings at any other place in India if it considers it neces 
sary and expedient. 


5 Periodicity of meetings : 


The Commission shall normally have its regular sittings in the 
first and third weeks of every month , excepting holidays. However, 
the Chairperson by himself or at the instance of one or more of the 
members may direct a special sitting of the Commission to be convened 
to consiüer any specific matter of urgency . 


6 Secretariat Assistance: 


The Secretary -General, along with such other officers of the Com 
mission as may be directed by the Chairperson , or considered necessary , 
shall attend the meetings of the Commission . 


7 Agenda : 


The Secretary -General shall , in consultation with the Chairperson , 
prepare the agenda for each meeting of the Commission and shall cause 
notes thereon to be prepared by the Secretariat. Such notes shall, as 
far as possible, be self -contained . Specific files covering the agenda 
items shall be made readily available to the Commission for reference . 
The agenda papers shall ordinarily be circulated to the Members atleast 
two clear days in advance of every meeting ; but when matters are set 
down only for hearing, cause list of the day of sitting shall be prepared 
and circulated . 


8 Procedure for dealing with complaints : 


( 1 ) All complaints in whatever form received by the Commission 
shall be registered and assigned a number and placed for admission 
before a Bench of two Members constituted for the purpose not later 
than two weeks of receipt thereof. Ordinarily complaints of the follow 
ing nature are not entertainable by the Commission : 

(a ) in regard to events which happened more than one year be 

fore the making of complaints ; 
(b ) with regard to matters which are sub judice ; 
(c ) which are vague, anonymous or pseudonymous ; 
( d ) which are of frivolous nature ; or 
( e ) - those which are outside the purview of the Commission . 


( 2 ) No fee is chargeable on complaints, 
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(3 ) Every attempt should be made to disclose a complete picture of 
the matter leading to the complaint and the same may be made in English 
or Hindi to enable the Commission to take immediate action . To facili 
late the filing of complaints , the Commission shall, however, entertain 
complaints in any language included in Eighth Schedule of the Constitu 
tion . It shall be open to the Commission lo ask for further information and 
affidavits to be filed in support of allegations whenever considered neces 
sary . 


(4 ) The Commission may , in its discretion , accept telegraphic com . 
plaints and complaints conveyed through Fax . 

(5 ) The Commission sholl have power 10 dismiss a complaint in 
limini.

( 10 ) The Commission may , in ils discretion , afford a personal hearing 
10 the petitioner or any other person on his belialf and such other person 
or persons as in the opinion of the Coinmission should be heari for 
uppropriale disposal of the matter before it and , where neressaly , call 
For records and examine witnesses in connection with it. The Commi.s 
sion shall afford a resonable hearing , including opport of con 
o amining wiinesses , if any, in support of the complaint and learling of 
{ vidence in support of his stand, to a person whose conduct is enquirre 
into hy it or where in its opinion the repulation of such prson is likely 
in he prejudicially afected 


111 ) Where invertition is undertaken by the team oi the Commis 
sion or by any other person under its discretion , the report shall be 
submitled within a week of its completion or such further time is the 
Commission may allow . The Commission may , in its discretion , direct 
further investigation in a given case if it is of opinion that investigatim 
has not been proper or the matter requires further investiration for 
itscertaining the truth or enabling it to properly dispose of the million 
On receipt of the reporl, the Commission on its own motion , or if moved 
in the matter , may direct inquiry to be carried by it and receive evidence 
in course of such inquiry . 

( 12) The Commission or any of its Members when requested by the 
Chairperson may undertake visits for an on -the - spot study and wliere 
such study is undertaken by one or more Members , a report thereon 
shall be furnished to the Commission as early as possible .

(a ) The minutes of each meeting of the Commission shall be record 
ed dunng be meeting itself or immediately thereafter by De Secretary 
General or by any other officer as directed . Such minutes shall be sub 
mutled to the Chairperson for his approval and, upon approval, be 
circulaled to all the Members of the Commission at the earliest and 
in any case . sufficiently before the commencement of the neri meeling . 


(b ) The conclusions of the Commission in every matter unde 
taken L y it shall be recorded in the form of an opinion . Dissenlig opi 
nions, if fiven , shall also fortr: mart of sind be kept on rreord . Avion 
shall te taken on the basis of the majority opinion where there be an 
lillerence 


(c) Follow -up acrion : 


Unless speciflrally authori... . no action shall be caren by the Sec 
Petaria of the Commission on the minutes of the meetings until the 
same are confirmed in the Chairperson 


10 . Record of minutes : 


A master copy of the minutes of every meeting and opinions of the 
Crimmission shall be inaintained duly authenticated by the Secrelary 
General and a copy of the minutes pertaining to each ite la shall be added 
to the relevant file for appropriate action . Opinions shali be kept in 
the respective records and for convenience , copies thereof with appro 
priatc indexing shall be kept in guard files . 


11. Report of Action luken : 


Report of follow up acrion shall be submitted to the Commission 
at every subsequent zitting indicating therein the present stage of action 
on each item on which the Commission had taken a decision in any of 
its earlier meetings , cropting the items on which no further acrion is 
miled for 


12 . Transaction of 111181ness outside the Headquarters : 


The Commission ci some of the Members may transact business 21 
places outside its Headquarters as and when previously approved by the 
Clan person , provided that if parties are to be heard in connection with 
any inquiry under the Act at least two Members shall constitule the 
bench of lie Commission for such purpose . 


13, Authenticalion of orders and decisions: 


( 1 ) Orders and decisions of the Commission shall he authenticaled 
by the Secretary -General or any officer of the Commission ( authorised 
ty the Chairperson ) not below the rank of an Under Secretary . 


(2 ) Copies of enquiry reports or orders passed finally disposing of 
matters by the Commission shall be furnished free of cost to the 
pelicioner or his representative . 


(3 ) Unless any document is classified by the Commission as Confi 
dential, copy thereof would be available to the parties in the manier on 
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payment of a reasonable fee raised 10 meet the cost . Every effort 
should be made to provide the copies with utmost expedition and, in any 
casc , not laler than one week of the date of request, 
14 . Annual report : 


The Commission shall furnish ils annual report for the period 
commencing froin 1st April of the year to 31st March of the succeeding 
year to the Central Government and to the State Governments concerned 
as provided in Section 2011) of the Act. The original report shall be 
signed by the Chairperson and Members of the Commission and appro 
priately preserved and a duly authenticated copy shall be sent to the 
appropriate Government by end of May of every year, 


15 Special Rcports : 

The Commission may furnish such Special Reporis on specific matters 
as rnay be considered necessary in terms of Section 20 (1 ) of the Act. 
16 . Reports on Complaints and Inquiries: 

Every report to which Section 18 or 19 of the Act applies shall 
be sent to the concerneci Government, authority or person , as the case 
may be , within one week of completion of the proceedings before the 
Commission and on receipt of the comments of the concerned Govern 
ment or authority , the Commission shall publish the report in the manner 
provided in Section 18 (6 ) or 19 (3 ) of the Act, as the case inay be, within 
one week ol the receipt of the appropriale intimation , 


17 . Printing of the reports ; 


The Secretarial of he Commission shall be responsible for the print 
ing of the Annual Report and Special Reports with utmost expedition 
and in any case, nou later than one month of finalisation of the same. 


18 . Investigation Team : 

The Commission shall have its own team of investigation to be 
headed by a person not below the rank of a Director General of Police 
appointed by it and such team shall consist of one Deputy Inspector 
General of Police , 2 Superintendents of Police, 6 Deputy Superintendents 
of Police and 24 Inspectors of Police and such other categories of officers 
as the Commissoion from time to time decides. The Commission may in 
any given case appoinı an appropriate number of outsiders to be associated 
with the investigation either as Investigators or Observers. 


19 . As and when any matter which is not covered by these Regula 
tions arises , it shall be competent for the Commission to make appropri 
ate directions and the Commission may add delele, amplify ani arend 
these Regulations from time to time.
